WASHINGTON —(/P)— One of the 


greatest political crises in American 
history 
followed 
the 
presidential 


election of 1876. 


The contestants for the presidency 


were Samuel J. Tildcn, a Democrat, 
and Rutherford B. .Hayes, n Republi- 
can. 


The election called for the choice 


of 3<>9 electors, of whom 185 would 
constitute « majority. The votes of all 
but four stiiics were beyond dispute 
' and. gave THoeft 184 icrHs.res' 165. ; 


Twenty Votes In Doubt 
i 


'From the four states of Florida, 
Louisiana Oregon and South Carolina, 
however, came dpulicate sets of elec- 
toral votes certified by 
conflicting 


state authorities. Twenty votes were 
thus in doubt, of which the Demo- 
crats needed but one to elect and the 
Republicans needed all. 


Who was to decide on the validity of 


these 20 doubtful votes. 


• The situation was further complicat- 
ed by the fact that the Democrats con- 
trolled the house and the Republicans 
the senate. 


Both parties finally agreed to set 


up an emergency electoral commis- 
sion composed of five representatives, 
five senators and five members of the 
supreme court. The commission's de- 
cisions were to stand as final unless 
both houses of congress should re- 
verse them. 


The commission met for the first 


lime in the supreme court chamber of 
the capitol on January 30, 1877. Intense 
excitement prevailed in Washington. 
The New York Times reported:

When the commission perfected its 


organization the political lineup stood 
at 8 Republicans and 7 Democrats. 
For 29 days the battle progressed amid 
scenes of bitterness and intense par- 
tisanship.

"The Nyberg amendment is sim- 


ple, 
too simple for the politician 


and graft grabbers. It will pre- 
vent any future legislature from 
increasing our taxes or adding any 
new taxes withoct a majority vote 
of the people or a three-fourths 
vote of the legislature. What's 
wrong with it?" 
There are a lot of things wrong with 


it—things this writer pointed out to 
Leo Nyberg when he visited us late 
last spring in an effort to round up 
newspaper sentiment—things we point- 
ed out publicly in this column while 
Mr. Nyberg's footprints were still fresh 
in Hope's asphalt streets, softened by 
the ascending summer sun. 


The theory that the people have a 


right to appeal from specific acts of 
their legislature is a sound one. And 
such appeal is provided for under the 
Initiative and Referendum Law, and 
has been so provided for a great many 
years. 


But the Nyberg proposal is some- 


thing else. Nyberg proposes to change 
the whole system of American gov- 
ernment, at least in matters concern- 
ing Arkansas. 


What he proposes to do is simply to 


strip the legislature of all original au- 
thority in the levying of taxes—caus- 
ing our government which was once a 
model of flexibility to become a mon- 
ument of rigidity. 


In short, Mr, Nyberg doesn't like 


the American theory of representative 
government, and would make ours a 
government of direct action—by the 
people themselves, not their represen- 
tatives. 


X X X 


I know that legislators are some- 


times corrupt, •'ifequctitly stupid, and 
always contentious. Bet any large 
body of men have such conflicting in- 
dividual aims that their eventual col- 
lective action must be one of com- 
promise—first debate, and then com- 
promise. 


And I say to you that only those 


governments of the world have lasted 
long and ruled their people wisely 
that provided the widest debate and 
settled issues by compromising dang- 
erous extremes. 


A dumb legislature moving by de- 


liberation and compromise is better in 
the long run than the wisest of private 
citizens seeking direct action. 


The American system can't be wrong 


unless Mussolini, Hitler and Stalin are 
right—and for the efficiency of direct 
action our people certainly aren't going 
to surrender the protection given them 
by representative government.

And finally I have this objection to 


the Nyberg proposal which concerns 
me as a newspaper proprietor, and 
which 1 doubt that our Camden com- 
mentator has considered. 


The enactment of the Nyberg meas- 


ure would vastly increase the number 
of legal publications which the state 
would have to insert in newspapers in 
every county—and pay for. 


The newspaper proprietors would be 


placed 
in this untenable position: 


They would be receiving blood-money 
from the taxpayers while the neces- 
sary institutions of government were 
denied adequate revenue. 


Furthermore, I deny that the set- 


tling of tax questions in the columns 
of Arkansas' newspapers, rather than 
in the halls of the legislature, would 
constitute American government as 
we now know it. Personally I would 
be afraid of it—Mr. Nyberg and Mr.

mers to fully qualify for maximum 
grants for co-opcratlng in the new 
Agricultural Conservation 
Program, 


farmers in this county where erosion 
is a problem still have an excellent op- 
portunity to receive full payments by 
terracing 
their land, states W. E. 


Montcastlc, county a,gcnt. 


The rate of, payment for terracing 


is 40 cents per 100 feet of finished 
terrace, providing that the terraces are 
built between January 1, 1936, and 
October 31, 1936, and according to the 
recommendations of the state com- 
mittee. The more important require- 
ments are as follows: 


Crop land with 10 to 12 per cent 


slopes, or less, should be terraced, 
staked or marked with a leveling in- 
strument with the abrupt turns round- 
ed out, spaced on Hie slope according 
to the recommendation of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas College of Agricul- 
ture, with ten-ace embankments that 
are at least 16 feet wide and 16 inches 
high, (settled filU with a maximum 
grade not to exceed 3 inches per 100 
feet of terrace, and completed in a 
workmanlike manner. 


Every farm has a minimum soil 


building payment of at least $10 and 
in many cases, a much larger payment 
because of a larger number of divert- 
ed acres. Each farmer is urged to see 
the county a'gent for more complete 
details in regard to the exact amount 
of this soil building payment that he 
can receive for terracing.

LITTLE ROCK.—A published report 


that Brooks Hays, Democratic national 
committeeman for Arkansas, was slat- 
ed for appointment to the State Cor- 
poration Commission prompted him 
Tuesday to deny that there was any 
foundation for such an assumption. 


Newspaper articles mentioned him 


with several others as probable recip- 
ients of appointments from Carl E. 
Bailey when the latter becomes gover- 
nor in January. 


"I am not now, and will not be, an 


applicant for a place on the Corpora- 
tion Commission or for any other posi- 
tion under the next state administra- 
tion," Mr. Hays said. "The suggestion, 
of an appointment has not entertd into 
any conversation which Mr. Bailey and 
I have had before or since his nomina- 
tion. That such a report should be 
published seems to me unfortunate, as 
neither Mr. Bailey nor I was consulted 
until after the newspaper article ap- 
peared. 


"Presumably the fact that Mr. Bailey 


and I are known to be friends of long 
standing gave rise to the supposition 
that I would seek an appointment. I 
am alreday engaged in work that holds 
intense interest for me and that pro- 
vides an opportunity for service which 
I could not render in a position under 
the state government." 


Mr. Hays is regional attorney for the 


Resettlement Administration, w i t h 
headquarters in Little Rock. The re- 
gion includes Arkansas, Mississippi 
and Louisiana. 


The published reports named, in ad- 


dition to Mr. Hays, the following as 
probable appointees: Liect. Gov. Lee 
Cazort, to the Utilities Commission 
chairman; Assistant Attorney General 
Guy Williams to be member of Bor- 
poratioii Commission; Charles T. Ryan, 
to be purchasing agent or private sec- 
retary to the governor; Grover C. 
Jernigan, to be bank commissioner, 
and J. O. Goff, to be comptroler. 


Associates of Mr. Bailey pointed out 


that the list of probable appointees 
might be extended indefinitely by sim- 
ply mentioning scores who were active 
supporters in his recent campaign and 
who are certain to be tendered posi- 
tions. 


Mr. liailey said emphatically that he 


was not prepared to announce any se- 
lections for positions to be filled un- 
der his administration and that he 
would not do so until he is ready to as- 
sume the duties of governor. A state- 
ment to this effect several weeks ago 
foilowed previous publication of rum- 
ors regarding his choices for various 
jobs.

any irregularities in the purchase, 
shipment and delivery of the merchan- 
dise, Henry H. Tucker, president of 
the Little Rock firm, said.

Believes Capitalism Collapsing in 


United States 


The New Deal has been called a gooc 


many things pro and con; but it ha.' 
remained for Norman Thomas, Social- 
ist candidate for president, to suggest 
by implication that, in the face of a 
larger historical process, the New 
Deal is not so terribly important eith- 
er way. 


[ 
Fur Mr. Thomas, who speaks his 


mind in a new book entitled "After the 
New Deal, What?" (Macmillan: $2), 
believes that what is taking place in 
America these days is nothing less 
than the collapse of capitalism as a 
way of life. 


Capitalism today, he believes, is tot- 


tering on most unsteady legs. The 
next big catastrophe that comes along 
—war, depression or what-not—will 
give it more of a push than those legs 
can cope with. And when that hap- 
pens the Socialist leader believes, it is 
not at all unlikely that we shall lose 
our liberties and see a Fascist regime 
set up over us. 


For we seem to Mr. Thomas to be 


suckers for a designing dictator. Look, 
he says, at howmany people surged 
blindly after Huey Long! 


There is hope, to be sure. We can 


avoid Fascism's last-ditch fight to 
alvage something out of capitalism, 
lie continues, by recognizing that cap- 
italism is collapsing and that the al- 
ternative is Socialism. 


Feeling like this, Mr. Thomas cannot 


:ee any particular social significance 
n the New Deal. He looks on it as an 
;ffort to rejuvenate capitalism, and 
'eels that such efforts merely waste 
time and make the ultimate arrival of 
Fascism more likely. Meanwhile, he 
continues to plug for social owner- 
ship and management of the means of 
production as the only way out.

How such a language is to be foisted 


on the world is the problem. Likely it 
would require centuries to make it an 
established procedure. In the inlrim 
here might be wars, cruelty, uneasi- 
ness ahd suffering. But some day, ac- 
cording to Miss Phillips' plan, the 
whole world could sing a hymn that 
all could understand. Perhaps. How- 
ever, the great chorus might be off 
tey even then. Certainly it would, un- 
less it had cultivated that inner lan- 
uage of the heart. 


Deeds, Manners Speak 


Actions are the same in any language. 


Vlanners do not vary. Sympathy, tol- 
erance, fair mindedness, remain the 
same in all countries. Words, in them- 
selves, are of small avail when minds 
shoot out at opposing tangents. 


President Roosevelt has suggested 


that the leaders of the world come to- 
gether to discuss and settle their dif- 
ference. The idea is a gentleman's 
proposition. But is it likely that Mus- 
solini, Hitler and Stalin would sit down 
and make concessions to each other? 
How could they when the tramp of 
marching feet echoes down the streets 
of their lands, and their own hands 
rest on a sword prepared to unsheath 
it at any minute? 


Nations, ever since the golden gate 


swung shut on Eden, have wanted 
power. They have yearned to be rec- 
ognized as mighty by the lands across 
the sea and beyond the Yyramids. The 
few who control are responsible for 
this attitude. 


Peace Is Universal Goal 


The great majority of men and wom- 


en ask only simple things from life— 
a cottage, lamps when it is night, fires 
for the winter, health and friends and 
peace. Peace, perhaps, most of all. 
When there is the frightening danger 
of uncertainty they cannot build last- 
ing structures. They cannot sleep when 
the bugle may blow and the march be 
on at any midnight. 


There are rights to which every man 


and woman are entitled. There have 
been times in the history of the world 
when it has been necessary to obtain 
them by bloodshed. However, had a 
fe\v men been less arrogant and de- 
manding, the rights would have been 
granted and the bloodshed saved. It 
is for the conversion of the few to the 
principles of kindness, tolerance and 
fair play that the many plead. Then, 
whether our letters arc gutteral or 
nasal will not matter. There is a lan- 
guage of the spirit that surpasses 
speech.

Brown Bomber Quickly 


Polishes Off Italian at 


Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA.— (ff) —Joe Louis, 


the brown bomber from Detroit, con- 
tinued his successful comeback drive 
Tuesday night, by knocking oct blonde 
Al Ettore of Philadelphia in the fifth 
round of their scheduled 15-round 
bout before 60,000 spectators in the 
Philadelphia municipal stadium. 


Fighting one of his craftiest fights 


Louis knocked the Philadelphia chal- 
lenger down twicej and then applied 
the knockout drops with two crushing 
lefts after one minute and 28 seconds 
of fighting in the final round. Only 
in the third round, when he slowed 
up the negro with two looping rights, 
was Ettore able to pell even on a 
round. 


Although Ettore did make a good 


showing by lasting as long as he did, 
Louis surprised even the ring-wise 
with his coolness and preciseness un- 
der the fire of the lumbering, wild- 
swinging Italian. He played with Et- 
tore as a cat would with a mouse, ab- 
sorbed several hard punches but sel- 
dom missed a shot. At the outset he 
took the steam oct of Ettore's sails by 
stopping the blonde's rush with two 
well-directed lefts and rights. For 
the most part he held his left back 
until the final kill when he gave Et- 
tore a terrific lacing. 


The huge turnout, roared as the 22- 


year-old negro floored Ettore twice 
before polishing him off with a pair 
of short but paralyzing left hooks aft- 
er a one-sided milling in the fifth. 


It was in this same huge stadium 


almost 10 years ago to the day that 
the fighting marine, Gene Tunney, 
took the world's heavyweight cham- 
pionship away from Jack Dempsey 
before a record crowd of 120,000 rain- 
;oaked spectators. 


Louis won all but one round of the 


abberviated contest. Ettore's aggres- 
siveness, his willingness to mix and 
the fact that he made Joe miss several 
rights, earned the Philadelphian a 
draw in the third. 


Making his second start since his 


smashing defeat by Max Schmeling 
n New York last June, Louis chalk- 
ed cp his second straight victory. Four 
weeks ago he stopped Jack Sharkey 
n four rounds in New York. It was 
the negro's 25th knockout in his 30 
professional fights. 


Louis hud trouble getting set for his 


Sunday punch in the early rounds 
Tuesday night, but once he solved Et- 
tore's swurmnig and somewhat puz- 
zling attack and found the range with 
lis siege guns, there never was any 
doubt as to the octcome. 


Ettore proved as wide open for Joe's 


right as Louis was for Schemling's.

Elections Next Year 


After the constiution has been pro- 


mulgated by the All-Union Congress 
of Soviets in November, a date prob- 
abiy early in 1937, will be set for the 
first general elections. The Congress 
and the All-Union Executive Commit- 
tee will cease to exist and will be re- 
placed by the Supreme Council, to be 
made up of the two chambers called 
the Council of the Union and the 
Council of Nationalities. 


The Council of the Union will con- 


sist of 567 elected members, or one for 
every 300,000 population. 
Governing 


bodies of the associated republics and 
workers' Soviets of the autonomous 
provinces will appoint a total of 238 
deputies to the Council of Nationali- 
ties. 


These Councils, meeting in Moscow 


as the Supreme Council, will elect the 
cabinet or Council of Commissars and 
choose the Supreme Council presi- 
dium with its chairman. His position 
will be equivalent to that of president. 
The presidium will govern between 
sessions of the chambers. 


Other Freedoms 


Although it appears the Communist 


party will continue to enjoy exclusive 
rights of existence trade unions, co- 
operatives and a few other groups will 
be permitted to put forth candidates. 
Some see in this a basis for rivalry. 


Other guarantees contained in the 


new charter are for freedom of speech, 
public assemojy and the press, and 
freedom of religious practice. This is 
not taken to mean that attacks on the 
soviet system will be permitted. 


Fifteen million copies of the consti- 


tution are being distributed so that 
farmers, workers, soldiers, housewives 
and even schoolboys can study it and 
offer suggestions.

Issue Next Week 


State Election Board Ap- 


parently Divided on 


Bailey's Program 


LITTLE ROCK—Political fates will 


harui In the balance next Monday 
when the state Board of Election Com- 
missioners convenes for Its biennial 
session. 


It will designate county boards of 


election commissioners, each composed 
of three members, two of them Demo- 
crats and one presumably a Republi- 
can. 


In factional counties particularly, 


great importance is attached to con- 
trol of the Election Board, and at least 
one member of the state board is mak- 
ing no secret of the fact that the pres- 
sure being brought to bear on him by 
I county politicians is threatening to 
destroy his peace of mind. 


The state board is composed of: 
Governor Futrell. 
Lieut. Gov. Lee Cazort. 
Attorney General Carl E. Bailey. 
Secretary of State Ed F. McDonald. 
Treasurer Earl Page. 
Auditor Charles Parker. 
Land Commissioner George Ncal. 
With McDonald and Bailey, each 


with a vote on the state board, as rival 
candidates for governor, politicians in 
some counties were guided in their 
decision as to where to throw their 
support by their judgment of which of 
the two would be in position to deter- 
mine selection of the county election 
boards. 


Typical of counties in which the 


control of the election board is a 
matter of paramount importance are 
3arland and Crittenden, and it is cer- 
ain that opposing groups in those two 
counties will send representatives here 
next Monday to solicit the appoint- 
ments from the state board. 


Under ordinary circumstances 
it 


might be expected that the incoming 
governor would be assured of a ma- 
ority on the state board, and that 
probably is the case insofar as practi- 
cally all counties are concerned, but 
not with reference to Garland and 
Crittenden. 


Analysis of the state board personnel 


seems to align two members definitely 
against the factions in control of Gar- 
and and Crittenden counties. These 
nembers are: 


Attorney General Bailey. 
Lieutenant Governor Cazort. 
Apparently allied in seeking to con- 


tinue in power the factions now domi- 
nant in Garland and Crittenden coun- 
ties are: 


Secretary of State McDonald. 
Governor Futrell. 
This leaves three members, any two 


oni whom will be able to decide who 
shall compose the Election Boards. 
They are: 


Auditor Parker. 
Treasurer Page. 
, 


Land Commissioner Ncal. 
Basis for assuming that Bailey and 


Cazort will stand together is that the 
tatter, upon withdrawing his candi- 
dacy for governor, supported Bailey, 
the victor in the August 11 primary. 


On the other hand, Futrell urged the 


nomination of McDonald and is ex- 
pected to vote with him in the selec- 
tion of county election boards. 


The political leaders of Garland and 


Crittenden counties have made it clear 
that they expect Auditor Parker and 
Land Commissioner Neal to line up 
with Futrell and McDonald against 
Bailey and Cazort, and the Garland 
county officials appear confident that 
Treasurer Page also will favor their 
recommendations for election com- 
missioners. 


All this would seem to point to al- 


most insurmountable obstacles 
for 


Bailey in his effort to take a fall out of 
the Garland and Crittenden politicians. 
In both those counties, before the pri- 
mary, he was a plaintiff in suits that 
sought unsuccessfully to force the 
dominant factions on the Democratic 
committees to give minorities a judge 
and a clerk in each precinct August 11, 
as provided for by law. 


Most counties, however, don't have 


such powerful line-ups as Garland and 
Crittcnden, and it is probable that a 
majority of the state board will vote 
with Bailey in naming the county 
boards in all, or nearly all, except the 
two.
